one of the pioneer settlers of St. Olair 
township, this ecu ity. He subsequent 
ly went to Oaio, but returned to Bed- 
f rd township in 1835 and remained 
there unti1 called to his eternal hom>. 


Ciptain Helm was educated in the 


public schools of his township and lor 
three years was employed in the com- 
posing room of the Bedford Inquirer 
11 April, 1861, he enlisted in Company 
G Thirteenth Pennsylvania Volunteer 
Infantry, unier Capt. John H. Filler. 
At the end of three months he re-en- 
listed in Company G, One Hundred and 
First Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry, 
recruited by the late Maj D.WMnlliu 
He served throughout the war and at 
his discharge was brevetted captain, 
having successively been promoted to 
first sergeant, in December, 1862; to 
second lieutenant, March 9, 1863, and 
commissioned first lieutenant, May 18 
1365 
With nis comrades in arms he 


took part in.maoy of the most import- 
ant battles between the blue and the 
gray and always acquitted himself 
most creditably. 


For nearly a year the brigade to 


which Captain Helm belonged was 
chiefly engaged in repairing earth- 
works, building new ones and scouting 
the ccnntry in the vicinity of Ply- 
month, N. C. In one ol thtse expedi 
tions Captain Helm, then a lieutenant, 
with Company G, surprised the camp 
of a guerrilla band and made the entire 
party prisoners, taking the leader f re m 
the chimney of the house where be had 
his headquarters. On April 20, 1864, 
Captain Helm and nearly all the mem- 
bers of his regimsnt were captured by 
the enemy and taken to Macon, Ga. 
They were afterward removed to other 
southern prisons. A majority of the 
officers of the 101st escaped at various 
interva's, among them being Captain 
Helm who secured his freedom about 
November 1, 1864; but while hiding 
in the Smoky mountain of Tennessee 
he was rr-aaptured 30 days later by a 
bind of Caerokee Indians who were in 
the service of the Confederacy. Alter 
undergoing msny hardships and being 
transferred from one prison to another, 
on February 5,1865, he and two daring 
comrades again escaped and reached 
the Union lines a month after they had 
Ven taken prisoners the second time

They were taken 
in charge by the officers to the office of
